FBI Director Clarence Kelley 
acknowledged last month that addi- 
tional break ins bad occurred in the 
iftst five years, despite instructions 
'in 19*3# from former Director J. 
Edgar Hoover that “surreptitious 
entries” should cease. 

At least 20 FBI agents are 
under inveatigaUon by the Justice 
Department in connection with 
those break-ins, which Kelley said 
occurred, in 1972 and 197a Those 
burglaries were reportedly direct- 
ed at friends and relatives of 
fugitive members of the radical 
Weather Underground organize

Baxtrum said a team of agents 
conducted most break Ins by pick- 
ing locks in the early morning 
hours when SWP offices were 
vacant.
